200,000,QUO to that 
bloc you have considerably more 
than a billion people — over half 
the world's population. 
'There's nothing outlandish about 
that thought, for the idea of an 
Asiatic bloc long has been run- 
ning strong among the far eastern 
countries. The great Nehru, head 
of the new dominion government 
of India, is an exponent of an asia- 
tic confederation, and also is a soc- 
ialist with sympathy for some Rus- 
sian ideas, though he tis thumbs 
down on dictatorship.
